As tile train plunged over th e em

except the crew of a tugboat passing 
with a tow. 
They saw the train wffth its light as 
it came Hashing about the curve anc, 
then saw the greater part of it go intc j 
the river. 
Some of the cars w ith , 
closed wiifdowTB floated and the tup 
whistled for help, cast oft its hawsei 
and started to the rescue. 
A portei 
jumped from one of the cars that re­ 
mained on the track and ran into the 
yard of Augustus Carr's house, near 
which the accident occurred, and stood 
screaming for help,

“The train is in the river, all our pas­ 
sengers are drow ning.” 
In a few m in­ 
ed e> Carr had dressed him self aud, get­ 
ting a boat, rowed with the porter to 
the scene.

One of the few occupants of the coach 
w ho escaped w as trank ,T. Degum a 
wood finisher of N ew York. 
His left 
eye was cut by broken glass and his 
body was slightly bruised. 
Mr. Degau 
m ade this sta tem en t: 
“ W ith m y friend, W. H. O, Myers 
of Passaic, N. J ., w ho was killed in the 
ear from w hich I escaped, I had been

We 
boarded the

Three ot mr people got on 
at Poughkeepsie,

THREE PERISHED. 


Ll IM don, Oct. 25.—The Madrid oorre- 
spondtnt of rl he Daily Mail says: “I he 
Spanish press unanim ously supports 
the attitude of the governm ent, which 
it calls em inently sober and dignified, 
but the impression is that the contro­ 
versy w ith the U nited 
State# 
has 
reached a critcal stage, w hich may be 
the prelude to a rupture. 
I spoke w ith 
three members of the cabinet, who iu 
almost identical word* contended that 
Spain has the right, after her trem end­ 
ous sacrifices iii Cuba, to demand the 
observance of international neutrality 
by other nations, 
o n e of them added: 
•The Gordian knot is the U nited States, 
without whose help the rebellion would 
long ago have been suppressed. 
W e do 
not want 
war, but every European 
nation w ill approve of our defense of 
our international rights.’ 
1 The Spanish naval forces iii the Car- 
riheau sea w ill be strengthened ou the 
pretext of a necessity tor increased 
vigilance on the Cubun coast.” 
Spain'* reply to the note of the 
U nited States hinting at m ediation iu 
Cuba and requesting an answer before 
the end of the month has been placed 
in the hands of the American m inister 
here, General Woodford. 
The com m unication is courteous in 
tone, but very determined in rejecting 
the substance of the American note. 
Spain resolutely asserts her determ ina­ 
tion to settle the Cuban question her­ 
self, without foreign assistance or in ­ 
terference of any kind. 
She declines 
to fix any date f o r the pacification of 
Cuba, w hich she proposes to bring 
at Hint as she sees tit, by force of arms 
and bv political reforms culm inating 
in autonomy combined. 
W hile regretting the losses and dam ­ 
age the insurrection lias inflicted upon 
foreigners, Spain

They say no fjold wiil come ont this 
fall, as this steamer has taken the last 
of those who have come down the 
Yukon. 
The nver is already frozen 
hard and boats are laid np for the 
winter. 
The Hnmboldt left St. Michaels Oct. 
8 . 
The live men from Dawson are 
J ohn F. Miller aud Frank E. Sims of 
this city , C. A. Harrison of Atchison, 
Kan., William Dubell, New .J ersey , 
and William Brannd of Black Dia­ 
mond, Wash. 
They wer<* passeuKers 
on the river steamer Margaret. 
When 
they found the mouth of the river 
blocked with ice they resolved to come 
overland at all hazards. 
For seven 
day s they crept forward through a ter­ 
rible wind aud show storm. 
Some of 
them fell in their tracks and had to be 
helped by their stronger companions. 
They crossed the river covered with 
thill ice by ly ing down and pushing 
their pack before them, aud at night 
they sought shelter from the storm by 
huddling in an Eskimo tent or ly ing 
unprotected from the biting wind save 
by blankets. 
Of the o,000 or H,000 people in Daw­ 
son and vicinity , at least 1,00b will be 
obliged to flee from impending starva­ 
tion. 
One way of relief is open to the 
miners. 
Five hundred or 1,000 could 
winter at Circle City , KKI miles below 
iiawHon, aud draw their supplies by 
dog traiu from Fort Yukon. 
.J ohn F. Miller say s there will not 
necessarily be starvation, but certainly 
miners will suffer ex treme privations. 
Five hundred men came down the 
river, but that is closed and they cannot 
get ont. 
There is any amount of gold at Daw­ 
son. 
It is not unusual to see horses 
loaded with dust. 
But the mines are 
owned by men who know their value. 
“ One sees it ou every hand,” the re- 
tnruing miners say . 
“ It seems plenti­ 
ful, out y ou must remember it was 
more plentiful iu the United States 
treasury and just as hard to get. People 
who flock to the mines ex pect to pick 
up gold in the grass roots. 
They do 
not realize what they are up against.”

BITES OF MAD CATS. 
I 


T h e y A re M o re Serio im T h a n TIio m* In - 
llli te d b y R a b id llo g H. 
Acrording to the return,*! just [>ub- 
lifihed hy the Pasteur institute at Paris, 
fully 10 per cent of the patients treated 
there owe their injuries to the bites of 
cats afflicted w ith hydrophobia. 
These 
wounds are considered hy the medical 
officers in attendance to present a grea t­ 
er degree of danger than the bites of 
niad dogs. 
This is not because there is any differ­ 
ence in the virus, hut because, in the 
first place, the teeth 
of cats, being 
more pointed than those of dogs, inflict 
a deep<*r wound, and also because a 
mad dog usua lly fastens his fa ngs into 
the arm, the hand or the leg, w hile a 
cat iuvnriabiy jumps for the face of the 
person it attacks. The nerve centers are 
far more exposed in the face than in 
either the arms or leg.s. ,Wid hence the 
virus enters into the circulation more 
rapidly by means of a bite in the face 
than through one elsewhere in the body. 
It may be added that the returns of. the 
Pasteur institute for the last year show 
that 1 per cent of the patients who have 
submitted them selves to treatm ent have 
bi-eii bitten by mad cow s.— New York 
Tribune

tory ; no place where, through punish­ 
ment aud purging, the sinner can escape 
hell and enter heaven ; there is no snch 
teaching in the book of books.
